OBITUARY. 
Lewis Gaylord Clark. 


Lewis Gaylord Clark died at his home last 
Monday, of a paralytic stroke. Some thirty years 


ago he shone among literary people in this city 
as editor of the Anéckerbocker, the great magazine 
of the day, for which the eminent writers con- 


temporaneous with Irving all wrote. Some of 
Mr. Clark’s genial editorial papers were gathered 
into a volume in 1853, under the title “ Knick- 
Knacks from our Editor’s Table”; and in 1855, 
the leading American contributors joined in pub- 
lishing for his benefit “The Knickerbocker 
Gallery,”’ with the proceeds of which, in great 
part, he was enabled to purchase a cottage at 
Piermont, on the Hudson, where he lived many 
years in retirement. He was born at Obisco, 
New York, about 1810, and was a son of a 
scholarly gentleman who had fought in the Revo- 
lution.

everybody go to work with a will to attract 
Christmas trade, and the showing of the year may 
not be so bad after all.

A Publisher's Grievances. 


« « « + MASS, Oct. 17, 1873. 
To the Editor of the Publishers’ Weekly: 

As your pages are open to the free discussion of 
all questions pertaining to the publishing and sell- 
ing of books, and we hope for the benefit of all 
parties concerned, we beg leave for space in 
your next issue, to lay before your readers a very 
great wrong some booksellers are imposing on 
some publishers. More than one year ago we re- 
ceived a small order from a news agent in New 
York State. The order was promptly filled, and 
after fourteen months’ expiration the said news 
agent sent back the books remaining unsold to 
balance account, and at our expense. 

A similar trick has recently been played on us 
by one of the most extensive news dealers in New 
York city. 

A dealer in one of the Western States, last 
Spring, sent us two orders, and requested us to 
pay express and include in bill, which we did, to 
accommodate a customer. Since then we have 
sent three duns, and received no reply. The post- 
master of said place informs us that the party is 
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in high standing in town and church—possibly so 
high he cannot condescend to pay the bill, or 
even send a reason why. 

Now, would it not be for the interest of all pub- 
lishers and all Aonoradle booksellers, to publish in 
the WEEKLY a list of dealers who do business in 
the above manner. If a dealer is honest and hon- 
orable, let him be known; if the reverse, let him 
be known also. 

If dealers complain of publishers for under- 
selling, why may not publishers complain of such 
transactions as above among dealers? Let this 
matter be discussed in your columns for the bene- 
fit of publishers at least. 

A clergyman called on us in July for a copy of 
one of our books, and wanted a discount of 25 
per cent. We declined to sell him a copy. He 
replied, “‘ The author will sell me one at less price 
than that;” and, as we learned in a few weeks, the 
author accommodated the reverend gentleman. 

Let publishers look out for this class of authors 
in future. 

Again, we know of several publishers who have 
sold to another publisher at a certain discount, 
promising to send all orders they may receive in 
the vicinity of the buyer to him, but in stveral 
cases these publishers have sold retailers in the 
said vicinity at the same discount they gave to 
the publisher in question, 

In the book-trade there is a worse rot than Ham- 
let found in Denmark, which should be rectified at 
once for the benefit of all parties concerned. 
What do others say in regard to the above, and 
especially as to dishonorable booksellers and a 
weekly list of their names, etc.?

From a letter written to friends at home by 
Mayor Medill, of Chicago, we clip the following 
notes as to the British Museum Library : 

“The library contains over 1,000,000 volumes, 
and as many manuscripts and pamphlets. The 
main reading-room is circular, like the Chicago 
Tank, but ten times as large, being 140 feet in 
diameter by the same in height—being, in fact, a 
vast dome or bowl, It contains 100,000 of the 
most used and called-for volumes, but none of the 
rare and curious old books. There are stalls or 
seats and desks for, perhaps, 500 readers, and 
they are mostly full continually. Here the books 
and magazines are made, and half these readers I 
saw were authors. No books are loaned out, or 
allowed to be taken out of the building. The 
books are arranged on the shelves very much as in 
the Boston and Washington Libraries. The 
guide complained of the error of having the rooms 
too high, and of the enormous amount of ladder 
work for the servants in fetching and replacing 
books. In the new rooms the shelves are not 
more than 8 or g feet high; but the aisles have 
iron gratings, so that you can see up two or three 
stories and down as many. In fact, the aisles are 
simply gridirons, Two or three copies of all copy- 
righted books must be given to the grand library. 
The Library Board pay the highest price for every- 
thing rare and valuable. The annual endowment 
for the whole museum is half a million of dollars, 


So it is no wonder that the collection is so remark- 
able and immense.”’

UEBERWEG’s History OF PHILOsopHY, Vol. 
II. translated by George S. Morris (Scribner, Arm- 
strong & Co.) This second volume of this most 
valuable work comprises the history of modern 
philosophy, and makes the usual division be- 
tween ancient philosophy and modern, according 
to which the latter begins at the time when free 
thought broke through the ecclesiasticism of the 
middle ages. An appendix on English and Amer- 
ican philosophy is furnished by Noah Porter, and 
one on Italian philosophy by Vincenzo Botta. A 
sterling merit of the whole work is its contempo- 
rary character. By means of an alphabetical in- 
dex to both volumes, the reader or student is en- 
abled to refer to what he requires, and the interest 
of such reference is, of course, materially enhanced 
by the presence of the names of many now living. 
Between the appendices and the index some adden- 
da are inserted—the volume numbering 561 pages 
in all. The scholarly character of the work is evi- 
dent, Each reader may find a little fault with it 
from his own point of view, but it would, perhaps, 
be nearly impossible to construct another of the 
kind to be as perfect, A typographical advantage 
not to be lightly passed over, is the judicious use 
of three separate sizes of type. The cursory read- 
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er, or he who is pressed for time, might do well 
to follow the largest print through the volume be- 
fore attempting either of the other sorts. The 
mission of this translation of Ueberweg’s History 
of Philosophy will be the contributing toward the 
nurture of scientific and exact abstract thought 
among a people too much given to empiricism. 


NORMANDY PICTURESQUE, by Henry Black- 
burn. (J. R. Osgood & Co.) Normandy is but 
a small part of France and out of the line of the 
regular tourist, but it embraces within its limits 
not only beautiful scenery and beautiful women, 
but also many rare old buildings and historical re- 
miniscences. Mr. Blackburn made it the object 
of a summer’s tour, and presents us with some 
vivid sketches, both of pen and pencil, as the re- 
sults of his sight-seeing. This little book is not a 
book of travel, in so much as it does not describe 
all places on the route. It is, we think, more ac- 
ceptable on this account. We are given a succes- 
sion of pen photographs of only notable scenes 
and places, many tedious details being thus saved. 
Mr. Blackburn particularly dwells upon the archi- 
tectural beauties of Normandy, and urges upon 
Americans, ‘‘as pioneers of a new and more artistic 
civilization,”’ to visit and study them before they 
pass away forever. An appendix of value to the 
traveller is added, showing the distances, hotel 
prices, and rates of travel over the route described, 
a great deal of which information is not to be 
found in any guide or hand-book to France. The 
volume is in get-up a perfect gem of a book, pro- 
fusely illustrated, red edged, and dainty in the ex- 
treme. Some of the admirable illustrations are 
successfully reproduced by the heliotype process,

Nrx’s OFFERINGS, by Howe Benning. (Warren 
& Wyman.) The religious juvenile is not ordina- 
rily inspiring reading. The desire to “point a 
moral”’ is too often carried out, to the detriment 
of the story as a story. Though “ Nix’s Offerings ” 
belongs to this class of books, it has many merits 
aside from its orthodoxy to recommend it. It has 
an interesting and natural plot, cheerfully written 
up, and a possible heroine—a human heroine, we 
might say—for most of the dreadfully depressing 
creations of the mind religious are far beyond “hu- 
man nature’s daily food.’’ Nix is a bright little 
girl who grows up in ignorance until her tenth 
year on a canal boat. She is then taken charge 
of and educated by a thorough-going New Eng- 
land aunt. She afterwards becomes a teacher in 
a fashionable boarding school, and grows ashamed 
of her past life and assuciates. She tries to for- 
get them, and endeavors to satisfy her conscience 
by “ good works.” The evident object of the au- 
thor is to instil the principle that sacrifices do not 
propitiate God, nor atone for sin; that ‘* justice, 
mercy, and faith’’ are “ the weightier matters of 
the law,’’ so often omitted even in what is called a 
Christian life. The volume is one of the “ $500 
Prize Series of Illustrated Books,” and is also, 
phically speaking, an attractive produc-

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making it a most desirable and attractive text, 
book for the student of natural history. The 
translation has been enriched by many additiona] 
notes, relating to the animals, plants, and minerals 
of America.

All that need be 
said in reference to Steiger’s editions is that they 
are published in good style, handy, and very cheap, 
Books such as these are designed for popularity, 
and, despite the absence of philosophical arrange. 
ment, are likely to attain it. Indeed, this very 
defect is to some minds a recommendation. And 
it may be affirmed, in support of the crude notions 
which such entertain, that the question as to the 
relative merits of the philosophical and the natural 
system is an open one. Certain it is that, also in 
this country, many will be won over by Ahn’s 
series, whose hearts and minds that of Professor 
Whitney must leave untouched. 


MENTAL MEDICINE, by Rev, W. F. Evans. 
(Carter & Pettee.) This is the third edition of a 
theoretical and practical—but rather more practi- 
cal than theoretical—treatise on medical psychol- 
ogy. The styie is fairly good—indeed, rises at 
times to be even better than this—and the whole 
book displays a remarkable knowledge of medicine 
for a clergyman to have acquired. But then, as 
appears from the text, the author of the work 
seems to be not unfamiliar with the duties ofa 
practical physician. There is a leaning toward 
spiritism, and a strong and permeating tincture of 
Christianity. There is that weakness of the 
esthetic element usually apparent in works of a 
scientific character; but this is perhaps atoned 
for by earnestness and straightforwardness, and 
the adducing of some new and interesting facts in 
everyday physical and mental experience. Much 
stress is laid upon the employment of animal 
magnetism in the healing of nervous maladies. A 
peculiarity in the construction of the book is that 
thirteen out of the twenty-four chapters which 
compose it end with quoted poems.
